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1 . THIS CABLE PROVIDES PROGRAM SUGGESTIONS FOR CODEL 
HAWKINS, WHICH FOR SCHEDULING PURPOSES, WILL INCLUDE 
ONLY MEMBERS AND STAFF OF THE EDUCATION AND LABOR 
COMMITTEE. THUS CODEL HAWKINS CONSISTS OF THE 
EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES SUBCOMMITTEE (CHAIRED BY 
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HAWKINS); THE ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITIES SUBCOMMITTEE 
(CHAIRED BY ANDREWS-HAWKINS ALSO SITS ON THIS 
SUBCOMMITTEE); AND STAFF MEMBERS OF THE LABOR 
STANDARDS SUBCOMMITTEE, AS WELL AS STAFF MEMBERS 
OF THE FULL COMMITTEE, AND THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS. 

2. SINCE REP. CORMAN (WAYS AND MEANS SUBCOMMITTEE ON 
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PUBLIC ASSISTANCE AND UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION) AND 
REP. CLAY (CIVIL SERVICE SUBCOMMITTEE OF THE POST OFFICE 
AND CIVIL SERVICE COMMITTEE) HAVE BOTH REQUESTED 
SEPARATE PROGRAMS FROM CODEL HAWKINS, GENERAL PROGRAM 
GUIDANCE WILL BE PROVIDED VIA SEPTELS FOR CODEL CORMAN 
AND CODEL CLAY. 

3. THERE FOLLOWS IN PARA SIX BELOW AN OUTLINE OF CODEL 
HAWKINS SCHEDULE AS PROPOSED AND APPROVED BY THE CODEL. 
THE CODEL IS AWARE OF SCHEDULING DIFFICULTIES IN EUROPE 
DURING ITS VISIT, AND IT UNDERSTANDS THAT SOME APPOINT 
MENTS MAY NOT BE POSSIBLE. REP. HAWKINS, CHAIRMAN OF 
THE CODEL, HAS REQUESTED THAT ALL MEETINGS FOR THIS 
CODEL BE LIMITED TO NO MORE THAN TWO HOURS IF POSSIBLE. 
CODEL PREFERENCE, AS OUTLINED BELOW, IS FOR EACH SUB- 
COMMITTEE TO MEET AT LEAST ONCE IN EACH COUNTRY TO 
COVER ITS RESPECTIVE SUBCOMMITTEE INTERESTS (SEE REF C). 
CODEL HAS ALSO INDICATED WHEN EACH SUBCOMMITTEE WISHES 
ITS MEETINGS SCHEDULED. CODEL PREFERS NOT TO BE OVERLY 
SCHEDULED IN ONE DAY IF POSSIBLE. IN MUNICH, CODEL HAS 
COMBINED SUBCOMMITEE MEETINGS, AND PREFERS THAT CONGEN 
BRIEFING BE DEFERRED. MR. GUTTMAN OF THE LIBRARY OF 
CONGRESS SHOULD BE INCLUDED IN HAWKINS' EMPLOYMENT 
SUBCOMMITTEE PROGRAM. 

4. EMBASSIES LONDON, PARIS, AND BONN, AND CONGEN MUNICH, 
ARE REQUESTED TO RECOMMEND PROGRAMS ALONG LINES 
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OUTLINED BELOW AND FORWARD TENTATIVE SCHEDULES ASAP 
FOR CODEL APPROVAL. POSTS SUGGESTIONS AND COMMENTS 
TO PROPOSED PROGRAM ARE WELCOME. ALSO SEE PARAS 7, 

8, AND 9 FOR FURTHER INFORMATION AND GUIDANCE. 

5. FOR STOCKHOLM: CODEL HAS APPROVED SCHEDULE AS 
OUTLINED PARA TWO, REF D FOR AUGUST 28. AS THIS IS FULL 
DAY FOR CODEL, IT PREFERS LEAVE SCHEDULE OPEN AUGUST 29. 
CODEL ACCEPTS WITH PLEASURE AMBASSADOR'S INVITATION TO 
HOST RECEPTION. LIGHT DINNER HOSTED BY LABOR MINISTER 
FOLLOWING RECEPTION IS AGREEABLE, BUT WE EXPECT A 
LIMITED NUMBER OF MEMBERS WILL BE ABLE TO ATTEND. 

CODEL WAS SOMEWHAT RELUCTANT TO SCHEDULE DINNER (ALBEIT
